First Shot Is Fired. 

The first shot in the battle was fired at 9:45 
o clock this morning. At that time Leslie 
Dietz was out in the clearing after the cows. 
Ne was about an éighth of a mile from the 
cabin and each step was bringing him closer 

to a horseshoe shaped breastwork of stone 

built by the elder Dietz during his trouble 
with the lumber companies four years ago. 

In this breastwork, which Dietz calls his 
“ stronghold,” Deputy Jack Britten was con- 
ecealed, having crawled to it before day- 
break from the woods a hundred yards or 
go in the rear. In these woods, along the 
edge of the clearing, a score or more depu- 
ties covered Britten’s position. 

Kermanded his order to shoot any of the Dietz 
‘family on sight and had ordered his men to 
fire no shots until a demand for surrender 
had been made and refused. 

Sister and Brother Escape. 

At the time Leslie Dietz was out after the 
cows the other members of the family were 
busy at their usual morning tasks. Dietz 
and his wife were in the cabin when the 
firing started, but their daughter, Helen, was 
starting to help Leslie round up the cows. 

As Helen approsched her brother Deputy 
Britten called upon the latter to surrender. 
Leslie made no reply, but turned toward the 


house and ran as fast as he could. Britten 


fired at him, and then four other deputies, 
the Rankin brothers, Con: Hollen, and J. T. 
Campbell, jumped up a hundred yards in the 
rear and also fired. 2 

Leslie continued to run, unhit by any of 
the bullets, while Helen sought refuge in the 
barn. 


Talk While Under Fire. 

When Leslie reached the shelter of the 
barn he turned and fired three shots from his 
revolver at Britten, without effect. Appar- 
ently he did not know his sister was in the 
barn, for he kept on running toward the 
house when he saw he could not hit Britten,

When Leslie was half way between the 
bern and the house, running, his father 
stepped out to meet him. The boy then

Hoxsey Easily Soars from 
Springfield to St. Louis. 


104 MILES WITHOUT STOP. 


Aviator Passes Over His Old Home at 
Staunton, III. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 8—Arch Hoxsey, in a 
Wright biplane, flew from Springfield, III., 


Louis county, today, and egtablished an 
American sustained flight record in an aero- 
Plane by covering 104 miles: The distance 
as estimated by Hoxsey. 
His objective landing place was the avia- 
tion field at Kinloch park, but because of 
failing to find the grounds, he descended five 
miles away. He alighted on the aviation 
Heid at 3:27 p. m. His time in the air was 
three hours and twenty-two minutes. | 
For fifty-seven minutes Hoxsey tried in 
vain to find the field and circled within three 
miles of it five times. His engine could be 
heard when he was not insight. He mistook 
the smoke of a brick plant for the tar fire 
on the field and could not locate the field. 

Soon after leaving Springfield at 11:55 
e’clock this morning he maintained an alti- 
tude of 600 feet until wind gusts forced him 
to rise 600 feet higher. He flew in the 1,200 
foot level the remainder of the trip. 


Loses the Guide Train. 


The special train, with the tops of the cars 
whitened, which was to guide bim to St. 
Louis, was thirty minutes late in leaving 
Springfelé, and Hoxsey never saw it. At 
Carlinville, he left the Chicago and Alton 
richt of way and followed the interurban 
tracks to Staunton, his birth place. He cir- 
cled about the town twice and then headed 
toward the Mississippi river. 

After reaching Alton the. aviator turned 
south and crossed the Mississippi where the 
Missouri empties into it. He then began to 
search for the aviation field. 

He was seen from the aviator field at 2:14. 
goon as Walter Brookins could get an aero- 
plane started he went aloft to guide his fel- 
low bird man to the field, but Hoxsey veered 
to the south and was lost to view. Bombs 
were exploded, and the band playedas loudly 
as possible, but the aviator did not hear the 
guiding noises.

SUMMONS IS SENT DENEEN 


Politicians Flock to Springfield, | 


Fearing Chaos in Nom- 
inations. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 
Springtield, III., Oct. 8.—[Special. }—Attor- 
ney General Stead filed a demurrer today to 


the petition in the IIlinou Supreme court for 
à writ of mandamus, which attacks tne con- 
gtitutionality of the “little” or legislative 


primary law. 


The attorney general’s demurrer was brief. | 


It simply represented that the motion filed 
in the McInerney case, which wil) be the 
case to be adjudicated by the supreme jus- 
tices, is insufficient. The ropes are stretched 
by the action of the attorney general for a 
finish fight on Friday, when arguments will 
be heard and the constitutionality of the law 
determined. 

Summonses were issued through the office 
of Supreme Court Clerk Davis to Sheriff 
Werner of Sangamon county, directed to 
Gov. Deneen, Secretary of State Rose, and 
State Treasurer Russel. These direct the 
appearance of the three state officials, who 
ar ex-officio members of the state canvassing 
board, not later than Wednesday. 

‘The effect of the summonses is to postpone 
the issuance of official certificates of nom- 
mation to any of the primary nominees for 
the house of representatives until there has 
been an intimation of a decision K the 
Supreme court as to the primary law. 

The political crisis involved in-the affair 
brought politicians from all over the state 
frantically rushing into Springfield to ascer- 
tain exactly where they stand. They get 
little satisfaction, because nobody knows 
ahead of the official findings of the seven 
Supreme justices just what is to happen. 


Many Anxious Conferences. 

There were many anxious conferences to- 
dax and it is apparent the political and leg- 
islative map of Illinos may be changed 
utterly by the ultimate decision of the court. 

It is held in Springfield after consideration 
of the possibilities that the Supreme court 
has two alternatives. One is to deciare abso- 
lutely unconstitutional the legislative pri- 
mary law and by so doing bring about abs o- 
lute chaos regarding legal nominations for 
the Forty-seventh general assembly. The 
other is to deliver no opinion as to the con- 
stitutionality of the little law, but to di- 
rect the state canvassing board to certify 
the nomination of the three house candidates 
in each party receiving the highest number 
of votes in the Sept. 15 direct primary. 

The attack on the constitutionality of the 
law, if it succeeds, involves the nomination 
for the twenty-six state senate seats as well 
as the house members. The statute was for- 
mulated to provide for the nomination of all 
members of the general assembly, so that a 
knockout of the law will work as seriously 
against the senatorial nominees as against 
the large number which think they are run- 


ning for the house. 


Fear Deathblow to Law. 

All of the gossip and argument around the 
state fair grounds and in the hotel corri- 
dors today ran to the conclusion among the 
politicians that there is every chance in the 
world that the justices will deal a death 
blow to the legislative law. 

It is pointed out repeatedly that the Su- 
preme oourt in the Rouse case, by which the 
“big” law of 1908 was put to sleep, held 
that senatorial committees could not be vest- 
ed with legislative duties, and particularly 
that they could not be deputed with the busi- 
ness of stipulating the number of legislative 
nominations to be made in a senatorial dis- 
trict. 

To the innocent*bystander during the 1910 
session of the legislature this was evident, 
and it was likewise of record that the spe- 
clal session lawmakers flew full in the face 
of the supreme justices and enacted the 
little law, governing an regulating 
nominations for their own jobs, a provision 
which daily was contended to be unconsti- 
tutional in the debates on the floor of the 
house and senate, which subsequently were 
carried into the conference committee. 


Politicians All at Sea. 

If the legislative primary. law is sent to its 
long sleep, it is difficult for.the politicians to 
figure out how candidates can get their names 
on the official ballots in November. With 
the last day of grace already expired for 
securing independent petitions and with ro 
legal method. for certifying nominations, 
there appears fo be nothing doing in the 
way ot nominating the next house ot repre- 
sentatives and half of the renate, whica 
will have a vote for the United States screa- 
torship in 1913, in succession to Shelby M 
Cullom. 

There is the other alternative, as prayed 
particular by. McInerney in his contes’ case, 
which is that the Supreme court wi. issue 
the mandamus writ and compel the can- 
vassing board to issue certificates of nomina- 
tion to the top three in each party for 
each sénatorial district. 

The injustice involved in such ac 10n, as 
the political leaders considered it (ojiay, is 
that when the senatorial committee met 
and settled the number of house candidates 
to de nominated, particularly in the “leg. 
islative trust districts where the majority 
fixed upon two nominations and the minority 
stipulated one, most of the active possible 
candidates quit the primary race after the 
members ot the trust had done the business 

The entire matter depends absolutely upon 
the decision of the court. which is now ex. 
pected not later than one week from Mon- 
day, and probably on next Saturday. Pend- 
ing the decision, legislative politics, the 
speakership, the return of the jJackpotters. 
and everything else involved are far away in 
the sky. 

Independent Petitions Filed. |

inations for the general assembly expired at 
midnight. Only six petitions were filed with 
the secretary of state.

DECIDE ON “OPEN PULPIT.” 


— 


Bishops Say That Only Ordained Ree- 
tors Have the Right. 


Cincir nati, O., Oct. 8.—What was declared 
to be the largest collection ever taken up on 
plates by any church in America; an inter pre- 
tation by the house of bishops upon the 
open pulpit “subject. and refusal to change 
the name of the church were among the most 
important matters transacted by the triennial! 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal church 
in session here today. 

While the convention body was in session 
deliberating upon proposed changes in the 
government of the church, a solemn com- 
munion service was being held in Christ 
church, attended by many hundreds of wor- 
shipers, where the donations were being re- 
ceived from the woman's auxiliary for the 
general missionary fund. 


Collection Plate Has $242,110. 

At the conclusion of this service it was 
announced that the plates placed upon the 
tables in front of the trustees had been piled 
with funds aggregating $242,110.83. 

The collection was nearly $20,000 in excess 
ot the one made at Richmond three years ago, 
and was an exceedingly gratifying one. 
In the house of bishops this morning the 
reply of the bishops to the petition for an 
interpretation of the church law regarding 
the so-called open pulpit question was 
made in language that restricts the use of 
pulpits in that church to regularly ordained 
Episcopal ministers:

The writer calls Benjamin Harrison 
pouter pigeon " and Garfield ‘“‘ a monumental 
ingrate.” tHe says Hughes is a dictator, 
tyrannical and intolerant. He speaks of 


Roosevelt as spectacular. 
Hughes Wrecker of Party. 

„As for Hughes,” Platt wrote, “ he.is tee 
much of an idealist to suit me. I never have 
had any use for a man who, after accepting 
honors from his party, assumes to be bigger 
and better than the party, and strives te 
wreck it. I never saw so much tyranny ané 
intolerance exhibited in public office es I have 
witnessed in Hughes. While pretending to 
fight bossism, he developed during hie first 
term as the greatest boss that ever sat in 
the executive chamber. 

“ Unitke any of his predecessors, he spurned . 
suggestions thit he ought to consult with 
legislative leaders about proposed laws. For 
two years he arrogated to himself 32 
islative and executive powers. He

HERO OF LAKES GETS MEDAL 


AFTER THIRTY-TWO ¥EARS. 


James Cummings of Custer, Mich.., Is 


Rewarded by U. S. for Saving Forty~- 
four Lives Off Ludington. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 8—After thirty- 
two years of waiting James Cummings of 
Custer, Mich., who is too modest to tell of his 
own bravery, has received from the treasury 
department a gold medal for his part in sav- 
ing forty-four lives from the wreck of the 
grain barge J. H. Rutter off Ludington, 
Mich., on Nov. 1, 1878. 

Cummings was the engineer on the govern- 
ment harbor tug Col. Graham. In a raw 
November gale the Rutter went down in 
eighteen feet of water, when the cargo shifted 
and drove the crew into the rigging. There 
the men hung a night and a day, theicy wat- 
ers breaking over them. 

When Capt. Kendrick of the Graham volun- 
teered to tow a life boat out to the wreck 
and the masters of sturdier craft bad shook 
their heads, and declared it a lost hope, Cum- 
mings down in the dark hold of the tug stood 
by the throttle and encouraged his firemen. 

In a sea that threatened to swamp the tug 
and carried off the lifeboat, they fought to 
the lee side of the wreck and took off the 


men. 

Capt. Kendrick: got a medal immediately, 
but the engineer below was forgotten, until 
Representative James McLaughlin recently 
heard of his case and brought it to the atten- 
tion of the treasury department.

The American contracts were 
made a year ago during ea dramatic midnight 
pause, when the trust for at least fifteen 
minutes was technically not in existence 
and the individual German mines were at 
full liberty. to sell below the trust schedule. 
The German government later eounter- 
acted these contracts, the legality of which 
is not disputed, by the passing of restrictive 
laws limiting the potash output and impos- 
ing prohibiiive export duties. The effect of 
these laws has deen to vitiate the American 
contracts, which represent millions of dol- | 
lars, America being the heaviest consumer 
of German potash, 


U. S. Backs American Concerns, 

The United States government has unre- 
servedly identified itself with the position of 
the American potash companies, and Am- 
bassador Hill is insisting unequivocally upon 
the inviolability of the contracts in question. 

There are indications that Germany will 
give way, but it ls premature to say so with 
positiveness. America has not indicated 
what it willdoif Germany remains obdurate, 
but the retaliation to which Washington 
may be compelled to resort ie the with- 
drawal of the minimum rates of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law on German imports on the 
ground that the German potash regulations 
are a direct discrimination against America.

Jaffa Built on Rocks. 


The Jaffa of today stands upon a rocky 
blut washed by the Mediterranean sea. ‘i'ne 
city is Built right on the rocks and its yellow, 
white, and blue houses come down to the 
water's edge. They rise up the steep sides or 
the bluff, making a wall which cuts off the 
view of the country behind. At the south of 
the bluff, as far as one can see, are white 
sands. At the north are orange groves and 
then more sand. 

We had no trouble with the customs, large- 
ly, I believe, because our dragomans had 
given the officers a iiberal baksneesh. Tho 
examination was short, and within half an 
hour after landing we were comfortably 
housed at the Jerusalem hotel. I mention 
this hotel because it is kept by a man who 
was for @ long time our American consular 
agent. name is Hardegg, and he spices 
his food with a religious doctrine of his owr 
kind. The hotel rooms are not numbered 
1. 2. 8. Sta., but are named after the sons of 
Jerael and the various Old Testament 
prophets, and each of them contains a book 
whch rdegg has written, entitled Bipte 
Puh.“ t is composed of texts from the 
acriptures fitted to one’s daily life. 


City Growing Rapidly. 

The city ot Jaka new has about 60.000 
Inhabitants, of whom 8,000 are Mohamme.- 
dans, 10,000 Christiaus, and 56,000 Jews, 
hes a considerable trade, and 
growing. 

The rich plains of Sharon, at the back, 
furnish sesame, grain, and olive oil, while the 
highlands of sudea and Samaria produce 
wool today, as they did in the times of our 
Savior. All, about the town are orange 
groves, the fruit of which is shipped to ali 
parts of the Mediterranean. The oranges 
are almost the ghape of a lemon, but they are 
of great size and sweet as honey. They are 
packed in boxes at the groves and are carried 
down to the harbor om the backs cf camel 
I met caravans of these huge beasts sway- 
ing along as they made their way to the 
steamers. More than 500 steamers and 1,000 
sailing vessels cali here every year. 

But there is one thing I must not forget 
about Jaffa. And that is that here was born 
the modern sewing bee, and I might almost 
say the Woman's Missionary society. You 
have all beard of Dorcas, the queen of the 
needie, who was raised from the dead by St. 
Peter. She was noted for the garments she 
had made for the poor, and at her funeral 
the people gathered round and showed speci- 
mens of her needlework, which she had sewed 
and hemmed and stitched for them. 


Where Darcas Lived. 

This Dorcas lived two or three miles out- 
Aide Jaffa on a hill which has a commanding

overlooks the sea and, land, including thoy- 
sands of acres of orange groves and gar- 
dens containing all Kinde of fruits.

Big Decrease in Idle Cars. 

The regular fortnightly statement of the 

American Car association regarding idle 
equipment noted for the period closing Sept. 
28 a decrease of 22,548 idle cars, or 47.8 per 
cent, as compared with the preceding fort- 
night.. This showing was brought about by 
the return to service of coal and box cars 
in almost equal number and detailed figures 
by territories disclosed the fact that the 
improvement is due to enlarged demands 
from all sections of the country. The num- 
ber of box cars now idle is the smallest 
since March 17 last. 
Presumably the position of the banks as 
reflected in the average statement today 
was adversely affected by the confused cur- 
rents incident to the Oct. 1 disbursements. 
Rapid betterment must have gone on, how- 
ever, for the figures of the actual state- 
ment, Which covered conditions as of Fri- 
day night, were exceptionally good, convert- 
ing the reserve loss of the average showing 
into an increase of $2,006,000. by means of 
heavy reductions in loans and deposits, these 
,amounting in the one case to $15,008,000 and 
in the other to $24,795,000. 


Two Problems to Face. 

By the week's close, therefore, the effects 
of the October payments had been overcome 
entirely, apparently, and the banks, with this 
Situation out of the way, have now to face 
only the problems involved in the further de- 
mands of the west, which Is a simple one, 
and in the financial results of the cotton bill 
deadlock, which is 4 much more complex 
matter.

Mr. William Winter and Mr. Harrison Grey Fiske are in the throes of ar acrid 
controversy which, originally inspired by a justifiable difference of artistic opinion, 
has degenerated into an undignified, futile, and, on the ome side, somewhat vulgar 
and vituperative case of verbal hairpulling. Mr. Winter, who is an ex~<dramatic 


eritie and who, therefore, must be identified, was once the gracefully vocabularious 
aud uncompromisingly old school reviewer for the New York Tribune reviewer 
who saw virtues in The Lady of Lyons,“ etc., and worshiped the florid and pictur- 
esque histrionism of the players who acted in such dramas. He was and still is a vener- 
able crusader of tae pseudo-ideal in the tneater—for plays with lovely lamguage in them, 
the hero stanch and handsome Gud the beroine distraught amd always chaste. 
His adoration of the Sbakspearean drama, too, is a beauteous and helpful thing, but 
the works of Ibsen, Hauptmann, Sudermann, Pitero, and other vital dramatists he 
regards with splenetic aversiow. With the change in dramatic taste he becomes read 
more for the manner than for the matter of his utterance; and he lets the period 
pass him, frothing and fulminating against it, ever musically, though the music is 
‘Sometimes the harsh dissonance of the defeated and disappointed warrior. 
Mx. Fiske is the editor of the Dramatic Mirror and the husband of amd producer 
for Mrs, Fiske, one of the eminent torchbearers of our theater. Through his journal, 
. which effectively combines the material and esthetic sides of the stage, he has ex- 
erzited a helpful influence over those who are concerned with it, and in his direction 
ot Mre. Fiske he has been a courageous aud effective producer of the better class 
‘im the drama. He has done some things unsuccessfully, but he has done no thing 
badly. Mr. Winter was once his enthusiastic coadjutor, but the Ibsen shadow came 
between them, deepening into an angry cloud some years ago when Mr. Fiske, 
much to Mr. Winter's displeasure, presented Mme. Kalich as Sappho, a character 
which Mr. Winter deemed to be not rice. 
Since then they have been at each other’s throats, Mr. Winter with the vicious 
‘tenacity and virulence of a talkative mad dog, and Mr. Fiske with the velvety, suave, 
nd deathly caress of a python. Because of the fascimating fashion of his diction, 
the greatest asset of a writer on the drama, Mr. Winter has had access to. important 
weekly periodicals’ of numerous circulation in which to publish his unfavorable 
opinion of Mr. Fiske. His opponent’s rejoinders have been confined to the columm 
“of his own journal, and therefore have had less general effect. So when Mr. Winter 
charges Mr. Fiske with falsehood, personal animosity, dishonesty, malice, and literary 
perversion, these accusations go much further than Mr. Fiske’s reluctant retort that 
Mr. Winter imputes to all those who do not agree with him an unfortunate habit by 
which he himself is deeply enslaved. 
It is one of the peculiarities of those who write about the arts that they are 
impatient of the presumably honest views of other writers on the same subject who 
. with them. We have known dramatic critics in this minor center of the 
theater to resent the differing opinions of other critics to the extent that the civil 
formalities of everyday intercourse were forgot in sneering indignation. It seems 
to be a characteristic of the writers on the drama to regard themselves as invulnerable. 
Bless their petulant souls, even the men who interpret the constitution of the United

The play is all the better for its 
fur, without indelicacy and none the worse for teaching that what looks like a 
compound fracture in a wedlock smash-up may be mended—sometimes—by sensible 
surgery. | 

Between the break-apart and the cometogether a middle set shows the two 
couples in odd disunion without real separation.

thing of a pang. And none of this, let it be noted, is said im disparagement of thd 
rich and sympathetic manner in which the New theater has staged the work, but 
rather in recognition of a production so admirable as to prove that no stage presenta- 
tion cat fail to lose something of the mysticism of Maeterlinck. 

Whether in the radiance of sunshine or in the purple darkness of night, one 
sees it all as through a mist hanging like gauze between the spectators and the poem, 
and across them lights and shadows float in silent mystery. But a simgie time is the 
eurtain lowered throughout the ten scenes.

When one sees a small convas by Corot 
or Daubigny bringing thousands of dollars 
in the open market, the price somewhat over- 
awes one’s judgment. Yet time was when 
these same pictures found few purchasers at 
even one-hundredth part of their present 
value. Is it not possible that we also, like 
Corot’s neighbors, underestimate certaip 
contemporary painters, fail to distinguigh 
between the fine and the commonplace in 
the great throng of. pictures turned out 
every year? And especially, are not we 
Americans too colonial in our judgment of 
art, too little appreciative of our own? 

Is not Dewing’s touch upon the high Mfe 
of hie time as delicate as Watteau’s, or Fra-

gonard’s, or any of those eighteenth century 
Frenchmen? And would I not rather have 
one or two landscapes shown at Thurber’s 
a few months ago by that young Chicagoan, 
Lawrence Mazzanovich, than any Corot in 
the Alexander Young sale? 

The art of today is rainbow hued compared 
with the period covered by this collection. 
These walis were all brown and gray—no 
blues and greens and purples anywhere. 
How could a person live with such gad 
pictures!’ exclaimed an English artist. Is 
it possible that a whole genetation of men 
saw no joyous colors in nature that the 
world had to be taught by the impressions 
to look straight at her sunlit glory of color 
instead of putting on smoked glasses? 

Monet and hia friends performed high sery- 
ice in opening people's eyes. The painters of 
their time rebelled, but their successors had 
to accept a more brilliant scale of color than 
art had ever known since the Italian primi- 
tives.. And ever in America, quite independ- 
ently of their initiative, George Inness was 
painting his luscious green woods and Wins. 
low Homer his sapphire sede. 

Anothre question which I have asked my 
conscience at the various exhibitione con- 
cerne the rank of contemporary American 
art. Kurope still has a glamour for most 
Americans; those who stay at home accept 
as a matter of course the esthetic authority 
of Paris and London, and even those who 
travel rarely dispute it. Yet in this year's 
exhibitions I have found constant evidence 
of a fresh, independent spirit in American 
art, a beauty and vigor all its own, which 
bring it at least abreast of any other coun- 
try in the modern procession. 

The critic of Figaro, Arsene Alexandre, 
eried out a warning to his countrymen, find- 
ing their supremacy threatened by these 
Anglais,“ as he calls the Englilsh and 
American invaders. And among their pic- 
tures in thie year’s salon he designated The 
Departure,” that beautiful portrait of a lady 
in green by H. 8. Hubbell of Chicago, as the 
most brilliantly ‘Parisian English” of all. 
And if our men hold their own among all 
nations at the Salon, striking a distinctive 
and noble chord which compels admiration, 
here in London they could easily outrank 
the natives if they cared to make a really 
representative showing. 

The New English Art club, for example, 
which representa the radical movement in 
modern Britiah art, bas a dull show this 
year. William Orpin is the chief exception; 
his work, wherever one finds it, has a tang 
and sparkle, a certain captivating flavor of 
Irish wit. And then Nicholson has a lovely 
emall marine, and Sargent has five or six 
things, especially a beautiful night portrair 
of Cellints Perseus in its Florentine loggia; 
and Max Beerbohm’s caricatures are worth 
a pilgrimage. But except for these and a 
few lesser things by Von Glehn, Steer, Bone, 
and Muirhead, the exhibition is full of pose, 
self-onsciousness, and ineffectual labor—my 
idea of nothing to see.

BUILD UP THE WEST SIDE. 

There are some wise siyings that are 
not as Wise as they sound. One of these 
is “ Virtue is its own reward "—meaning 
that virtue gets no teward at all, except 
the pleasure of doing what is right. 

But virtue gets other rewards. It pays 
to be good. And this is as true of a city 
as of a person. Yet sometimes when at- 
tempts are being made to point out Wrong, 
to expose and attack evil conditions, meti 
ho profit by their existeuee ery out, 
“This will injure business. This will 
htirt the city. We cannot afford to be 
virtuous.” This cry frightens the public 
and it turns against those who are trying 
to’ correct what is wrong. 

But sometimes business men are not 
taken in by such arguments, and this 16 
the ease with the west side eitisens who 
are petitioning the mayor to adopt a more 
drastic poliey than has been in force in 
the past toward the vicious conditions 
existing in the districts of the west side 
between the residence portions and the 
river. These west side business men point 
out that the city needs this territory for 
the proper growth of its business area, 
and that While vice is more or less scat- 
teréd in this region it is not right for 
them fo establish business places where 
employés are brought into contact with 
or at least into the neighborhood of im- 
morality. 

There is no question that the west aide 
will be benefited by the betterment of 
thesé conditions in the great. district be- 
twéen Ashland avenue and the river. 
This region is sure to be built up with 
business houses and become a part of the 
downtown district; as we now call the 
area within the loop and bordering on it. 
Chicago's growth cannot be kept within 
such. bounds, and the west side should be 
developed more rapidly than it has been. 

The West side business men have acted 
wisely and the mayor will undoubtedly do 
all within his power to accomplish what 
they have asked.

This is the time to kill a porcupine, 
It also is the time to make four of the 
justly celebrated spruce beds. You can't 
‘tell spruce from tamarack in the day time, 
but even in the dark vou can see that 
you are in a burned district with nothing 
but brush and small birch about you. As 
for porcupines, you doubt that there is 
one within fifty miles, and if they wre 
running 200 to the acre you know that 
you could not find one in a week’s work. 

You are not concerned about the bears, 
although you saw tracks day before yes- 
terday.

Lockhart tells how, immediately 
following the publication of The Lady 
of the Lake,” visitors began to stream to 
the scenes mentioned in the poem, amd 
Loch Katrine became famous for its ad- 
miring pilgrims, So, too, with every loch 
and glen, every castle, crag, and moun- 
tain he mentioned in poem or story. 
Stirling castle, Balquhidder, the Tros- 
sachs, all the Bens and all the lochs were 
soon made accessible, first by coach, and 
afterwards by railways or steamboats.

A GREAT FIELD FOR CHURCH WORK. 

The Rock River conference is to take 
up the question of “downtown” Meth- 
odist churchés in Chicagé, or, rather, of 
those where the songregatiof and the 
church building have parted company fot 
one reason of andther, A commission is 
to be appointed to imvestigate a subject 
which is of more immediate concern here 
than in most other places, but the rapidity 
of urban growth is forcing it upon the 
attention of chürch workers in many 
cities. 

The conference has been compelled to 
take cognizance of the ways in which 
churches which when founded had full 
pews and were in a flowutishifig condition 
have been deprived of their old worshipers 
and become mission churches, In some in- 
stances the encroachment ot factories and 
stores are responsible, In others the loss 
of congregations is du e the conversion of 
a once respectable residence neighborhood 
into a “red light” district. The éxten- 
sion of the business district in any quarter 
of the city drives a black flood of rice 
into decent neighborhoods and it sub- 
merges them. Mention was made at the 
conference of two clititches around 
whith organised vice has fited itself like 
a viper.” 

Manifestly these churchés can no longer 
perform their old work of ministering to 
the religious needs of @ settled cotigrega- 
tion. But there is a great missionary 
work for them to do—a work whose im- 
portance must be récognized by most of 
the members of the conference. Those 
churches should be cared for arid their 
work directed by the conference itself, 
They should not be required, with their 
feeble congregations, to support them- 
selves. 

These churches could be made potent 
factors for good in the bad neighbor- 
hoods in Which they find themselves iso- 
lated. There are religious and social ae- 
tivities in which they could engage which 
could not but lead to the reformation of 
some of the sinners by whom they are 
surrounded. They would find at their 
very doots those who stand in the great- 
est need of the help they could give. The 
nature of the work of those churches has 
changed, but their usefulness remains.

Capt. Arthur Courtenay Stewart, Ike his 
kitisman, Lord Galloway, is descend offi 
the same stock as the ancient foyal house 
of Stuart, though they spell their patronymic 
aifferetitiy. They are descended from Sir 
John Stewart, younger brother of James, 
fifth lord, high steward of Scotland, and an- 
cestor and founder of the royal dynasty of 
Stuart. The family of the old Baris of Gallo- 
way have always insisted on retaining the 
old spelling of the hame. 

The annals of the house are replete with 
tragedy, drama, and romance, and figure 
conspicuously in the history of Scotiand. 
One of the ancestors of Capt. Stewart was 
Sir Alexander Stewart of Garlies, who fell 
fighting with James IV. at the battle of 
Flotiden Field in 1818. Another, Sir William 
Stewart, was chosen as affiba@ssador for a 
trace with the Biiglish in 1894. Eight years 
later he was taken prisonet at the battle of 
Holmeden by Harry Hotspur, was tried for 
treason against the king of England, was 
condemned, and executed at York.

On the Cumlo@en domain, the ancestral 
nome of the earls of Galway, in County 
Wigtown, are thé ruins of the old castle of 
Garlles from which the eldest son of the 
earl takes hie title, and which occupies the 
site of the identical house where Robert 
Bruce slept on the memorable night when 
the pertinacious spider encouraged him to 
make the third and successful bid for the 
Seottish crown. 

Lord Galloway was compelled by agricultu- 
ral depression to sell two years ago the 
greater portion of his Wigtown estates to Sir 
Malcolm MacEacharn, an Australian multi- 
millionaire; who has been several times lord 
mayor of Melbourne, and is the principal 
partner of the great shipping firm of Mc- 
liwraith, MacHacharn & Co., and the orig- 
inator of the frozen meat trade of Australia. 
The property purchased by Sir Malcolm 
from Lord Galloway comprises the scenes 
of Sit Walter Scott's “Guy Mannering,” 
“Ried Gauntlet, and “ The Bride of Lam- 
mérmoor,”’ whose last resting place, indeed. 
is situated on the estate. 

Sir Walter took an old story connected with 
this place as the groundwork of this most 
beautiful of his novels, the original story 
being to thé effect that Janet Dalrymple. 
daughter of the firet Lord Stair, who had 
engaged herself, without the knowledge of 
her parents, to Lord Rutherford, was com- 
pelled by them to break her troth to him and 
marry a suitor whom she did not love, David 
Dungar the younger of Baldoon. She became 
insahe on her wedding night, dying shortly 
afterwards, while David Dungar, badly 
wounded in a fray concerning which he re- 
fused to make any revelation, survived her 
for a couple of years. The river Bladnoch 
runs through the property, and it was at 
its mouth that the Wigtown martyrs in the 
covenanters’ dayt were tied to stakes at low 
tide and drowned by the rising waters.

While there is no truth whatever in the 
story that Queen Christina contemplates 
leaving Spain and taking up her permanent 
residence in her native Austria, in order to 
demonstrate her disapproval of the present 
anti-clérieal policy of the government, she 
has made up her mind to have a home of her 
own in Madrid, and to abandon the royal! 
or Oriente palace wholly to Her son, his con- 
sort, and their chidiren. She proposes to build 
a new palace, and is at the present moment 
in negotiation for a sité not far from the 
Northern raliroad station on thé Paseo de 
Sam Vicente, the site being now occupied by a 
building known as the Niagara baths, which 
it is proposed to tear down. 

Thé negotiations probably will have been 
concluded before this letter appears in print, 
and this afforde a better fefutation than 
anything else of the tales to the effect that 
she intended to leave Spain forever. 

When the late King Alfonso died his oldest 
sister, the infanta Isabella, perhaps the most 
popular personage in the kingdom, took up 
her residence in the royal palace, in order 
to assist and support her brother's foreign 
born Widow.

Among the many lawsuits against the es- 
tate of ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid still engag- 
ing the attention of the foreign consular 
courts and the Ottoman government at Con- 
stantinople, the most extraordinary, perhaps, 
of all is that of a certain Josefa Schneider, an 
Austrian subject. It is a suit in which two 
of the ex-sultan’e principal physicians have 
been made co-defendants. It seems that the 
girl was standing in front of the Italian 
hoepttal at Constantinople a few months be- 
fore Abdu! Hamid’s abdication, when three 
men suddenly drove up, seized her hurriedly, 
bundled her into their carriage, and drove her 
off to the imperial palace. Here, despite her 
struggles and objections, she was carried 
into a spetial room, stripped, prepared for 
an operation, and placed under ether. When 
she recovered consciousness she was coolly 
informed that her appendix had been re- 
moved in the presence of his majesty, the 
Sultan Abdul Hamid. 

It may be remembered that just about that 
time the favorite daughter of the ex-sultan 
was found to be suffering from appendicitis, 
and an operation was declared necessary. 
But Abdul Hamid was unwilling to intrust 
his daughter to the mercy of the surgeons in 
such a case without having them first dem- 
onstrate thelr ability. The operation for ap- 
pendicitis was therefore performed on the 
first girl that could be snatched up, the sul- 
tan being a calm spectator of the proceed- 
inge. It was only after the girl had been 
pronounced out of danger that he consented 
to allow his daughter to undergo the op- 
eration. 

The girl was treated with every consid- 
eration during her convalescence, and by the 
time she was out and about again. the revo- 
lution took place which deprived Abdul Hamid 
of his throne. It was only after things began 
to settle down under the new régime that, 
upon consulting with friends and lawyers, she 
determined to institute legal proceedings 
against the ex-sultan’s estate, and also 
against his surgeons, for having deprived her 
of her appendix without her consent. She 
claims the trifle of $50,000 for it, although the 
most eminent members of the medical pro- 
femsion have denounced the appendix as a 
wholly superfluous and entirely useless or- 
gan, the presence of which constitutes a dan- 
ger and its excision a safeguard

They who really love the truth esteem it 
0 highly that they rejoice in every endeavor 
to find its way; they weleéme every steker 
after truth.

But there is a Wide difference be- 
twéeh that toleration, that freedom for all 
men and the lazy indifferencé that saya @ 
lie is 4s good as the truth.

Its beauty is not the 
beauty that issues from clear and trans- 
parent designs, from a lucid and outspoken 
style. It is a remote and inexplicable beauty- 
a beauty shot through with mystery and 
strangenéss, baffling, incalculable.”’

No violinist in America occupies @ position 
of greater honor than Bernhard Listemann, 
who has been concert master both of the 
Thomas and the Boston Symphony orches- 
tras, and for years contributed valuably as 
pedagogue to the musica} life of Chicago. 
The protest which, as president of the Amer- 
ican Guild of Violinists, he enters in the mat- 
ter of the organization of the Chicago opera 
orchestra is worthy! of consideration, out of 
respect for its author, if for no other reason. 
It is certain that it will meet also with the 
indorsement of resident musicians whose 
cause it champions. Mr. Listemann writes 
as follows: 

With the realzation of the Chicago grand 
opera the city has made a great stride, 3 
wonderful progress in the educational field, 
and sincerest thanks are due those Chicago 
men who, with indefatigable zeal and great 
financial sacrifice, accomplished all that an 
art center may claim.

The prospectus for the latter inst!- 
tution contains names‘among the singers 
which have an established Duropean reputa- 
tion; while the conductors, from Mr. Cam- 
panini down, are men of exceptional expert- 
ence, as we may suppose. Similarly efficient 
will be chorus and orchestra.

About the formation of the latter, how- 
ever, the public would like to know more. 
Surely this big Chicago opera enterprise 
ought to have been the oocasion to bring for- 
ward a number of our best home musicians, 
citizens of Chicago, who certainly were 
justified in expecting, respectively, to reap 
their small portion of the benefits granted to 
80 many connected with this organization. 

** Inquiries, however, disclose the fact that 
the ruling powers in New York have decided 
that, with the exception of two men Chicago 
musicians may be considered only for a few 
chance vacancies of an inferior kind 

How differently did Boston proceed when 
her opera orchestra was formed! First of 
all, available good home material was se- 
cured, then began the rounding up of the 
orchestra. And did Chicago not witness last 
winter the excellence of that orchestra? If 
Boston, with a large percentage of her home 
talent could accomplish this, could Chicago 
not have done the same? Does what we term 
‘local pride include everything except in- 
terest and sympathy for the educated mus 
clan, who, belonging to the category of home 
talent, has so often to take the customary 
back seat for those who may come from other 
citles or other countries? How will Chicago 
regard the reflection thrown on the efficiency 
of her musicians by musical circles all over 
America? What stand will our loyal and 
patriotic people take when confronted with 
the fact that to certain New York musicians 
was given the power to decide who shail 
and who shall not play in Chicago?

Calf Buying Is Now a Regular Business. 


. BCENTLY the butchers of the country 
held a meeting in Chicago and one 
of the resolutions they passed cis- 
couraged the Killing of caives tor 
veal, 

Few persons who are not farmers or 
butchers or dealers, have any idea of the 
extent to which traffic in such young stocs 
has increased. Calf buying is one of the 
best regulated businesses of the country dis- 
tricts. A single individual comes so close 
to owning a “ calf route that he buys all 
the veal to be had along a road that often is 
more than twenty-five miles long. Such 
routes actually are bought and sold just as 
@ carrier buys or sells a newspaper route 
in the city. and they are covered almost as 
regularly ag rural mail carriers visit the 
farms. 

A calf buyer drives a team of two horses 
pitches to a wagon with a cage that tates 
up all of the space save the driver's seat. 
The cage holds as many as six calves They 


we do gre all hauled to the barn of the owner, who 


has all of the grewsome machinery for con- 
verting a frolicsome calf into @ carcass. The 
entire procedure takes piace inside of a 
building not more than ten or twelve feet 
square and at least four or five dressed 
eaives are hung at one time.

After the gusset has been set in the blouse 
and the seams sewed together, all the fitting 
has been accomplished.

With the millions of his immediate: family and 
of the related Astors paying for them,’.efforts were 
inaugurated to find him in almost every country on 
earth. The chase was one of the spectacular things 
of its time. On a dozen occasions the Yody of Chan- 
ler was found in one place or another, only to be dis- 
owned by those who were in a position to know. 
Then, one day, came the, news that John Armstrong 
Chanler had appeared in the presence of a Virginia 
sanity commission, backed by half a dozen famous 
mental specialists, and demanded a hearing on his 
sanity. A few days later he was declared sane. Door 
afterward the courts of South Carolina added their 
approval to this decision, and Chanler became one of 
the law's strange contradictions, a man sane in every 
state save one, and from it an exile, certain to be 
thrown into prison as an escaped lunatic should he 
éver again venture within its boundaries. } 

Thus for nearly ten years Chanler has lived at 
“Merry Mills,” just out of Cobham, Virginia, among 
the hills where in youth he loved and wooed the girl 
whose novel hero, husband end discarded mate hé 
came in turn to be. He has been waging a never 
ceasing fight for the restitution of his rights and the 
restoration of his fortune against his brothers, one 
of. whom is Louis Stuyvesant Chanler, who ran against 
Charles B. Hughes for governor of New York in the 
last election. 

The feeling that still exists between the brothers, 
Bob and John, may be deduced from the latter's m- 
pathetic message which the former: received on his 
return from Europe with the ruins of hia romance 
with La Cavalieri:

real beginning of enmities that ended in Vandiver’s 
last and fatal whipping. 

Directly the cause began when Vandiver attacked 
the county recorder for allowing his office in the court- 
house to become a rent free headquarters for dealers in 
real estate. Vandiver told Recorder Wayland that he 
would fight against his nomination if the practice 
wasn’t stopped. The recorder invited him to crack his 
whip. The driver cracked it and sought a man to take 
the place. When he couldn't find the man he announced 
he would be a candidate himself. He was defeated for 
the nomination and in commenting upon the defeat, 
brought in the name of John D. Cunningham, a dry 
Democrat, whom he had looked to as a dear friend, 
charging Cunningham with causing his defeat; and 
further, quoting aw alleged remark supposed to have 
been made by the elder Cunningham. regarding a pro- 
fessional beauty in a questionable quarter of St. Louis. 

John D. Cunningham, farmer and stock dealer not 
long from Nebraska, advised his 20 year old son to drop 
the matter when the son protested. It was supposed 
to have blown over when on the evening of Aug. 5 the 
young John W. Cunningham, meeting Vandiver as he 
came from his home to the office, assaulted him. Van- 
diver was picked up senseless. He lay in bed almost a 
month,.dying late in the afternoon of Sept. 1.

Young 
Cunningham is under charge of murder in the second 
degree and awaiting trial. Partisans have arisen, but 
little talking is done.

Only the fact remains that Charley Vandiver, the 
fighting editor of Missouri, is dead. To the last he 
would not hear to a warrant for the arrest of young 
Cunningham.

The new high school offers a chance to play real life 
with all the advantages of a perfect stage setting. 
For the girls there is an attractive little four room 
flat, which -they will furnish first. and then take care 
of. Entertaining after the most approved ideas will 
take place in the daily routine of cooking and house- 
keeping and menu making. Even this routine will 
be heavenly as compared with the old grind, for in- 
stead of theoretical lessons on a blackboard seen 
through the haze of chalk and dust that forms the at- 
mosphere of the ordinary schoolroom, the morning will 
be spent in lessens in energetic sweeping and dusting 
and bed making:

AK PARK high school students have been 

forbidden to join secret societies of any 

kind. With the beginning of the present 

school year, the principal, John Calvin 

eal Lise Hanna, sent letters to the pupils in which 

eee he gave the definition of secret societies 

where std known as sorority and fraternity organi- 

zations. No ‘pupil who is a member of any high 

school secret society shall be a member of the Oak 

Park and River Forest township high school,” ran the 

letter. “If during the school year it is discovered 

that any pupil has misrepresented himself and it is 

learned that he or she is a member of any such 680 

clety or organization, the school diploma shall be per- 

manently withheld. Any high school student who 

joins a secret society of any kind whatsoever shall be 
expelled from school.” 

Such radical means will exterminate the secret so- 
cleties without a doubt, but what are the students 
to have as a recompense? If the young people are 
prevented from mingling in club. life during their school 
days how will they ever become acquainted? 

These and many other questions and criticisms were 
launched at the outset, but a happy plan was soon 
devised which brings the students into closer touch 
than the secret societies could ever hope for and which 
is open to all pupils. 

Although a social war was imminent a compromise 
was effected by the immediate organizing of th» par- 
ents and teachers, including those who favored and 
those who opposed the secret societies. Tas one ob- 
ject of this organization was to furnish the students 
a substitute for their pet hobby. That it has proved 
@ success ts well known, though few are aware of the 
immense amount of ‘work entailed, or of the enormous 


expenditure of funds.

Expense No Factor to Suburb. 


The high school building ts one of the finest in the 
west, having cost $250,000. There are 836 pupils at- 
tending, and it is estimated that the actual cost a year 
for each pupil is $85. But expense is not a factor

Less than a year ago the “Good Fellows” of 
Chicago were banded together by the CHrcago 
TRIBUNE in a whole-hearted movement having for 
its object the happiness of the poorer children of the 
city on Christmas day—children to whom a visit 
from Santa Claus was an empty dream, and the tales 
of his love for and kindness to little boys and girls 
‘something less than a pleasant myth. 

So immediate was the success of that conspiracy 
to spread happiness where it would do. the most 
good that at once Good Fellow clubs were formed 
practically in every city in the country. As 
a further result many persons who previously 
had enjoyed no more than a nodding acquaintance 
with practical charity became interested in the 
welfare of the children whose Christmas cheer was 
intrusted to them and have since maintained a per- 
sonal guardianship over them. 

The “Big Sister” movement, an account of which 
is appended, is a still further evidence of the more 
than generous response made to the “Good Fellow 
appeal. Mrs. Carl Preetorius, feeling that there is 
a special work for the Big Sister Good Fellows—and 
there are thousands of them—has set out deter- 
minedly to organize a sisterhood that shall labor to 
brighten the lives and direct, by helpful suggestion, 
the footsteps of the “ little sisters” who need them. 
There are, Mrs. Preetorius believes, 10,000 “little 
sisters” in Chicago alone, between the ages of 5 
and 12 years, whose lives contain few if any 
ennobling influences, and whose souls are Uterally 
warped in the environment to which an imperfect 
society has condemmed them. 

Her Idea is that every “Big Sister” take one 
“Tittle sister“ in whose life to become interested. 
The plan concerns the woman of modest means as 
well as the woman of wealth, for it is not the giv- 
ing of money or gifts, so much that counts, as the 
giving of one's self. Women, through personal 
contact, will become teachers of ethics to the chil- 
dren. “Give of yourself,” says Mrs. Preetorius. 
“Do not endanger the child’s character by too much 
material giving. Teach the ‘little sister’ that fresh 
air is good—to love fresh air. Teach her—in little 
scraps—all you know that makes life worth while. 

“The lives of these little children of the poor are 
composed of days of deadly monotony, and the 
mere fact that some one above them in station and 
intelligence has personally interested «herself in 
their behalf will stimulate the sluggish brain and 
set the child to thinking of things that cannot help 
but uplift it.”

The mother, a huge, Polish woman, with her hand 
kerchief at her eyes, greeted? Mrs. Preetorius stolidly 
and opened the door into another and more stifling 
room, where, on a board propped on chairs, the dead 
baby,, clad in its sad little best, lay in the glare 
of candles burning on the piece of furniture at the 
head of the rude bier. 

While Mrs. Preetorius talked softly to the mother, 
comforting her, asking details about the funeral and 
pressing a small sum of money into the willing hand, 
my attention was caught by the little girl who 
opened the door for us. She stood aside, an alien 
ure, and yet the most potent of them all. The baby was 
dead. The child in the other room with its piece of 
string, nothing more nor less than a little, wild, un- 
reasoning animal But this “little sister” with der 
bright, wistful eyes! 

“Dear, I'm sorry!” I said, quickly, and I held out my 
hand. She grabbed at it with her nervous, grubby 
little ones, and until I left, stood holding it tightly. 
standing as close to me as she dared—for she was 
plainly in fear of her mother.

And then we went to the home of another “little 
sister.” This one, who is only 12 years old, has the 
burden of a family on her shoulders. There are seven 
children and one of these is an overgréwn baby wii 
paralyzed limbs, whom she must carry wherever dhe 
goes, for there is not even an excuse for a go-cart 
or baby carriage and no money with which to procure 
one. The mother is a drunkard. The father well, 
no one knows where he is. 

In another poor makeshift for an abiding place a lit- 
tle girl 13 years of age, her face white and haggard and 
drawn from years of suffering sits alone all day. Five 
years ago this child while playing out of doors one 
evening was assaulted. The one who committed the crime 
has never been known, but this little girl was left « 
shrieking wreck on the hands of a widowed mother. 
For an entire year she was in a hospital. Since then 
she has been home. And there she sits unsmiling while 
her mother slaves for enough money to buy food and 
pay the rent. She can never get enough together, how- 
ever, to buy toys or bright ribbons or any of those many 
and inexpensive things which might weave a single 
golden thread through her little daughter’s drawa, col 
orless existence. 

And so the story reads. We met on the street a lit- 
tle girl with a dull, queerly shaped face. Mrs. Pree- 
torius stopped and talked to her a few moment, ane an 
we left the child was smiling a little.

Perhaps 
interesting than this of the engineers and 
surveyors, establishing grades and building 
up the system of “standard bench monu- 
ments, which are designed to be placed at 
regular intervals over the entire limits of the 
city, connected by lines of exact levels. 
This system of uniform and permanent 
bench marks was commenced in 1897, and 
there are at the present time 184 completed 
bench monuments and 1865 bench marks. 
When the system is finished, about two years 
hence, there will be about 200 of the monu- 


ments.

What Ie a Bench Monument?” 

It may be you do not know what a bench 

monument” is. Have you never noticed 
near a corner, between the curb and the alde- 
walk—perhaps in a park or boulevard—e 
square iron cover, even with the ground, 
and on it the words “Chicago Standard 
Bench? Did you know what it meant? 
Or were you like the man who was glad to 
hear the city had a bench engineer hoping 
that thereby the parks and boulevards might 
be provided with more benches to sit down 
on? 
Or perhaps you were lke chat other one 
who said, ‘I'm always all at sea when you 
talk about bench monuments. What are they, 
anyway? and being told that bénch monu- 
ments are those official places or @igns set 
at stated intervals throughout the city, from 
which one can compute exactly how high one 
is he looked incredulous and asked Did 
Webster say that?” As if Webster said ail 
the true things. 

The termes bench monument and bench 
mark are strictly civil engineering terms, 
and mean in Chicago, aà point on some per- 
manent object or structure, the elevation 
of which point above city datum is established 
and known“ These terms are used onby 
in “running levels and in taking vertical 
distances and elevations, and do not refer 
to surveying of lots, or establishing horizontal 
distances.” ‘ 

It is hard to realize the difficulties met and 
time expended to establish reliable benches 
and street grades. It is one of those mat- 
ters which seem so simple and yet lie at the 


foundation of strong and correct construction 


work. 
~~ 
First Step in Work. 

The first step in the determining of eleva- 
tione is an agreed starting point; an estab- 
Mshed elevation that does not change. 

In 1847 the water in Lake Michigan was 
the lowest it had then ever been known to 
be, and the trustees of the I/Hnois and Michi- 
gan canal adopted that low water mark as 
zero, or the base from which to compute all 
their leveling operations. Starting from this

points were established on buildings or places

The first known “ bench mark was on 
the building then at the southwest corner of 
Clark and South Water streets, known as 
the “ Loomis store.” From the elevation of 
that point another was set by a line of levels 
on the canal lock at Bridgeport, and after 
the canal wes finished another was made on 
the top of the stone wall of the loek, which 
remained in use until 1882, when it was de- 
stroyed, but not until after a new mark had 
been made on the stone step of the canal col- 
lector’s office at Bridgeport. This last mark 
Kas considered one of the most reliable 
points connected with Chicago city datum, as 
it was checked over and over many times 
on different days. It is there today and 
has the same value for use as it had in the 
earlier days, except now there are others 
easier of access. ; 


~~ 
Two Marks the Bases. 


In 1855 the city council adopted the low 


water of 1847, or the zero of the canal trus- 
tees, as “city datum,” and at that time the 
mark on the Loomis store ‘was the only 
acknowledged bench mark in existence. 
Soon atter, however, the city established two 
others, one on the courthouse and one on 
the Lind lock, at the northwest corner of 
Randolph and Market streets. 

These two formed the bases from which 
all subsequent city benches have been made; 
those on the north side were run from the 
courthouse and those on the wesf side from 
the Lind block. ‘

quently destroyed, and in 1900 ae one on

Not Enough for the Work. 

In time the few original bench marks were 
not sufficient for the work being done. In 
1883 the United States Precise Levels of the 
Mississippi river commission ran a Une of 
their levels into the city which were based 
on Cairo datum, and connected with Chicago 
datum, establishing new marks of their own. 
These, as well as those set by the city, were 
supposed to be standard and exact, but as 
building and construction work progressed it 
was found that many ot the bench marks 
were inaccurate and unreliable. There began 
to be trouble over street grades and building 
operations until the discrepancy in bench 
marks became so great that it caused much 
litigation. It was found that many bench 
marks not only did not agree with city 
datum but did not agree with each other. 
In some instances they differed as much as 
six inches, while some of the bench marks 
considered reliable varied pearly three inches. 

In addition to these discrepancies there was 
no system of recording the street grade ele- 
vations established. It was impossible to find 
the city council ordinances which confirmed 
hundreds of street grades because the date 
and page of the ordinance had not been re- 
corded. Engineers often used hurriedly run 
levels which were not verified and had no 
value for exact use. The law department and 
department of public works were involved ip 


constant litigation in matters connected with 


benches and street grades. 
In 1888 another new series of bench marks, 


having a uniform connection witn city datum, 


was established from levels run by some of 
the city engineers. The elevations of there 
bench marks were established undef the name 
of “standard bench marks” by act of the city 
council. But the error was again made of 
locating the points used on towers and heavy 
buildings, and in a few years it was found 
that the standard bench marks for which the 
city was responsible again differed and were 
unreliable. 


— 
City Bench Marks Vary. 

In 1890-91, the sanitary district engineers 
ran precise levels north, south and west from 
the bench mark on the canal collector’s of- 
fice at Bridgeport, and connected with the 
city bench marke which were considered 
most reliable. They found a great variation 
in the city bench marks ranging from .2 
inches below, to 3 inches above the eleva- 
tions established by their precise levels.” 
They decided that even the oldest bench of 
all, the one on the Lind block. had sunk 
76 feet, showing that a new value should 
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be given to this bench which had always 
been held as correct. 

During the years 1894-’0;.W. H. Hedges, 
assistant engineer in the bureau of sewers, 
ran a series of exact levels that demonstrated 
the serious inaccuracy then existing in the 
bench marks in use by all the civil engineers 
and surveyors in the city. The results ob- 
tained by these levels were embodied by 
Hr. Hedges in a report to the department 
of public works, which wae considered of 
such value that printed copies were furnished 
for the use of civil engineers and surveyors, 
whether engaged ip public or private work. 
Many copies were abo afrerward requested 
by other cities and by public libraries, 

The close of this report contained certain 
suggestions and recommendations, relating 
to the special construction of points for 
standard bench marks, and the special run- 
ning of exact levels establishing the eleva- 
tions of those pointa These recommendations 
were taken up for consideration by the city 
officials, but it was not unt!) 1807 that it was 
decided to adopt them, and as questions re- 
lating to street grades are most intimately. 
connected with the matter of bench marks, 
the result finally was the creation of the 
“division of standard bench monuments and 
street grades,“ in the bureau of sewers.

Mr. Hedges Grade Engineer.

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T least one John Smith was born in 


Chicago in 1832 and in 1842 his re- 
membrance of boy life in his neigh- 


borhood, 500 feet north of the present 


Clark street bridge, was that he wasa 
charter member of the Chicago Wa 
System, not incerporated. Tak, 
John’s chief duty at that period, between 7 
and 14 years old, was the bailing of water for 
domestic use in a big tin pail and carrying it 
up the uncertain and slippery north bank of 


the river to the family supply tank, But 
in that particular year of 1866 John took a 


mule team ride from the foot of Chicago ave- 
nue through the new water tunnel, and a 
mile and a half out into the lake, where he 
saw. Mayor J. B. Rice place the keystone in 
the last arch of the bore and heard the mayor 
prociaim: 

Now, gentlemen. in behalf of the City of 
Chicago, I place this last stone in this great 
tunnel—thé wonder of America and of the 
civilized world!“ 

In the bullding of this $465,000 tunnel, a 
water intake had been bullt of 675,000 feet of 
lumber, fastened together with 200 tone of 
bolts, iron bands nails, and screws, and 
floated out and anchored a mile and a half as 
the water end of the tunnel approach. Ground 
had been broken for the tunnel March 17— 
otherwise known as St. Patrick’sday—and on 
July 4 (probably) of 1865 the intake was sunk 
in the lake. It was on Dec. 6 1866, that our 
hero, a real John Smith and former member 
of the platoon system of Chicago water work- 
ing. rode out behind the team of mules to see 
and hear what Mayor Rice was going to do 
and say about it. Not till 1869 were the build- 
ings and tower and pumping equipment of the 
Chicago avenue water plant in service as The 
Chicago Waterworks,”’ the name emblazoned 
over the doorplate of the main entrance tothe 
station.

Prize Engine in Service. 

When the old Corliss engine, shown as a 
world's wonder at the Philadelphia centen- 
nial in 1876, had done with its exhibition 
stunt, it was purchased for the Chicago wa- 
ter works station at Chicago avenue and up 
to five or six years ago it hadn't missed a 
pumping stroke since the steam was turned 
into its cylinder. About two years ago, how- 
ever, the city decided to put in a modern 

equipment, discovering that the 
floor uplift was insufficient. In all those 
years, under several kinds and brands of city 
administration, the flooring had to be jacked 
up. Then. it was found that an office annex, 
built to the west of the main structure and 
of the same style of architecture, literally 
was so bolted and barred and cross-barred 
to the original building that it would loosen 
or rise with the force of the jack acrew.

Building Now Being Reassembled. 

As each stone was removed intact, it wag 
numbered and placed to one side. If the 
stone shattered, its remnants were preserved 
and a new stone shaped from the fragment 
pattern. In this way this best exampleof the 
unburned Chicago of 1871 is reasseembjing, 
good as new.

waterways sroject.” 

„Nowy ig the time to provide for this future 
need,” he continued. “The government ts 
committed to the expenditure of 606. 000. 000 
for the improvement of the Ohio river. This 
The Mississippi river 
ought te be prepared to care for the trafic 
that is bound to come through the Ohio. 

“The people of the west will have reason 
to find fault in the future with their repre- 
sentatives of the present if proper transpor- 
tation facilities are not provided. 


Explains Progress of Work. 

„ Several years ago Capt. Marshall made a 
survey and recommended to the war depart- 
ment the construction of an eight foot water- 
way from the mouth of the Illinols river to 
Chicago at a cost of $29,000,000, but it never 
has been thought that a waterway of that 
capacity would be sufficient, so congress 
passed a bill authorizing a survey for à four- 
teen foot channel. 

“This was made. The feasibility of the 

fourteen foot channel waa reported, but not 
the desirability. The cost from the mouth 
of the Mississippi to the end of the drainage 
canal at Lockport was reported ag $31,000,- 
000. The board of engineers recommended as 
a part of the waterway connecting the lakes 
with the gulf an open cut eight foot channel 
between St. Louis and Cairo at a cost of .- 
SOG and a system of dike construction 
from Cairo to New Orleans which would have 
the effect of confining the channel at a cost 
ef $104,000,000, making p total of 8188. 
900,000. 
“fhe recommendation of the engineers on 
the river below Cafro hae been approved. 
go the government is committed to the ex- 
penditure of 3104. 000, 000, the intention being 
to complete it u twenty years.

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—A suf- 
fragist paradise has been discovered in a far 
off Alaskan isle. Here the wife and mother 
rules the household, according to L. L 
Bales, old time hunter and guide. who learned 
the facts while taking the census of the isle. 

Nunivak island, a low, marshy bit of land 
lying in Bering see just off the Alaska coast, 
between the mouths of the Yukon and the 
Kuskokwim rivers, is the Lume of the female 
rulers. 

The population of the island is 170 souls. 
The men outnumber the women. Children 
are a rarity. This low birth rato is believed 
to de Caused DY the powertui command tne 
women have over all domestic matters, which 
seems to have the effect of disturbing the 
functions of the mother. In the last ten 
years, according to the enumerator, there 
have been but twenty weddings and but seven 
children have been born in that time. 

He predicte that in another ten years the 
last trace of the older generations of this 
and many other native tribes in Alaska will 
be wiped out from degeneration and race sul- 
ede, brought about by the predominating-la- 
fluence the women have over the men.
